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The Republican staff of 
the Senate select Watergate 
committee has been inter- 
viewing top ' Democratic i 
Party and McGovern cam- 
paign officials in an effort 
to uncover any “dirty 
tricks” perpetrated * by the 
Democrats during the 1972 
campaign. 

Among those interviewed 
in informal meetings with 
the committee’s minority 
.Republican staff have been 
Lawrence F. O’Brien, for- 
mer chairman of both the 
Democratic National Com- 
mittee and the McGovern 
campaign, and former Mc- 
Govern campaign leaders 
Gary Hart, Frank Mankiew- 
icz, and Henry Kimelman. ' 

O’Brien and Joseph A. 
Califano Jr., former general 
counsel to the Democratic 
National Committee,, also 
have been subpoenaed to 
testify today under oath in ' 
closed executive session be- 
fore at least one senator on 
the committee 1 from 1 each 
party. 

At the same time, the 
committee will resume its 
public hearings today begin- 
ning at 10 a m. with con- 
victed Republican political 
saboteur Donald H.' Segretti 
as the first scheduled wit- 
ness. CBS News announced 
yesterday that it will tele- 
vise all of today’s session de- 
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spite a 2-to-l vote by tjhe. ma- 
jor networks last week- with 
CBS dissenting, to discon- 
tinue rotating live coverage . 
'of the hearings. "1 " 

The closed sessions to..; 
which the Democratic Party 
figures have been subpop- 
naed to testify will be con- 
ducted simultaneously .with 
this week’s public hearings, 
at which testimony is ex- , 
pected about Republican 
campaign espionage and 
sabotage. „„ 

Other Democratic figures 
known to have been subpoe- 
naed to appear at the closed 
sessions are former deputy. 
Democratic National Com- 
mittee chairman Stanley 
Griegg and former O’Brien . 
aide John Stewart, both sub- 
poenaed for Thursday. Stew- 
art Mott, who contributed 
$350,000 to Sen. George Mc- 
Govern’s 1972 presidential L 
campaign, has been subpoe- 
naed for friday. 

“Essentially what’s going 
on is that they’re calling in 
all the Democrats to find 
some dirty tricks and it’s re- 
ally laughable,” one commit- 
tee staff source, closely tied 
to the Democrats, said yester- . . 
day. “The pickings have 
been mighty slim.” A.:-:. 

Another Democratic 
source on the committee de- 
scribed the effort by the mi- 
nority as a “tough, partisan: 
Republican operation. They 
are just determined to find 
something.” ' : ;r, / 

Neither . minority _ counsel 
Fred Thompson, committee 
vice chairman Howard H. 
Baker jr. (R-Tenn.), nor Serf. 
Edward J. Gurney (R-Fla.) 
responded to repeated calls 
asking them for comments 
yesterday. 

Although heartened by I 
what was perceived as a fa- 1 
vorable impression made as 
a witness last week by 
White House aide Patrick J. 
Buchanan, Baker and Gur- 
ney were described by one 
committee staff source as 
being eager -to demonstrate - 
that Republicans “weren’t 
the only guys doing some- 
thing wrong.” 

According to another com- 
mittee staff source, both 
Baker and Thompson, who 
is also from Tennessee, have 
said privately that they are 
getting “heat from back 
home” urging them’ to pre- 
sent -evidence against the 





Democrats. Thompson has . 
heen .given the three hear- 
ing days, next week to pre- 
sent whatever witnesses, if 
any, that the minority wants 
to call, this source said. 

According to former Mc- 
Govern officials already in- 
terviewed, the minority staff 
spent several hours with 
them trying to determine if 
the Democrats had a 
“double agent” who told 
them in. advance about the 
Watergate break-in and 
whether the Democrats con- 
ducted any “dirty tricks”— 
campaign sabotage and espi- 
onage— against 'each other : 
in the primaries or against 
President Nixon in the gen- 
eral election. In both in- ■ 
stances, according to those 
contacted by The Washing- 
ton Post, the minority staff 
was given negative answers, 
“They're trying to throw- 
up dust, at least raise some 
doubts in the -public mind,” 
one member of the commit- 
tee’s majority staff said of 
the minority staff investiga- 
tion. “They’re operating un- 
der sone conspiracy theories 
and they just don’t hold 
water.” ‘ 

Hart, who was Mc- 
Govtrn’s campaign director, 
said yesterday that he was 
interviewed by the minority; 

1 staff on Sept. 8, with Rich- « 
ard L. Schultz asking most 
of the questions. Schultz, , 
formerly the associate chief 
rnunsel of tbe House Internal 
Security Committee, was 
identified by several others 
interviewed by the minority 
staff as being the person 
who asked most of the ques- 
tions. - ’ 

Hart said the staff .inter- 
viewed him .for about four i 
or five hours, concentrating ; : 
on how the McGovern cam- . 
paign was financed and on 
possible .dirty tricks: Refer- 
ring to dirty tricks, Hart 
said, “I couldn’t help them 
out on that. To my knowl- 
edge, we didn’t do any.” 

In addition, -Hart said he 
was asked “if we had any- 
one operating in the Repub- 
lican operation or the Nixon 
. operation at all, and , I said 
| no, the idea of a double 
\agent was a farce. I thought 



(lit was a ridiculous sugges- 
tion.” ' 

Since the hearings began 
May 17, both'" Baker and - 
Gurrley have explored with 
, v arious - witnesses in the 
learings the notion that a 
‘Doyble agent” told the 
Democrats about the Water- 
gate break-in " advance but 
the Democrats, permitted 
the break-in to occur in or- ' 
der to embarrass the Com- 
mittee for the Re-election of 
the President. v 



During the testimony of 
confessed Watergate ; con- ‘ ' 
spirator E. Howard Hunt Jr. 

- last week,- Gurney elicited 
from Hunt the charge that 
Alfred C. Baldwin III was a 
double agent. Baldwin, who 
was. not indicated for his 
part in the Watergate opera- 
tion in return for cooperat- 
ing with federal prosecutors, 
has denied the charge under 
oath. . s ' 

Commenting on the 
, double agent” theory yes- 
terday, Hart said, “They 
made it sound- like if some- 
one was. a,. double agent, ... 
then none of it .mattered, 
which is ridiculous.”
